of this title prohibits to prevent the soring of horses.

Tennessee Walking Horse or racking horse while being shown, exhibited, or offered for 
sale at any horse show, horse exhibition, or horse sale or auction, except lubricants such as 
glycerine, petrolatum, and mineral oil, or mixtures thereof: Provided . . . 

You entered, for the purpose of showing or exhibiting, the horse “Jose’ 
Ma’Gico,” at the National Walking Horse Trainers Show which tested positive 
for Benzocaine, 4-amino Ethylbenzoate, Hexagol, Heptaethylene glycol, and 
Octaethylene glycol.
